'Mums' Bloom 
in Fall, Plant 
'em in Spring 


Chrysanthemums, 
though 
falll 


blooming, are best planted In the 
spring. Although they will grow in 
any good garden soil where there 
is at least a half day of sun, more 
sunlight is desirable. The 
better 


drained the location, 
the 
more 


likely the plants are to be hardy. 


Home Oemonstration Agent, Lor- 


raine Blackwood, said today that 
aeration of the soil by adding a 
2-inch layer of organic matter — 
such as barnyard manure, 
peat 


moss or rotted leaves — will al- 
so help. This is mixed with the 
top eight or ten inches of 
soil 


and at the same 
time 
a com- 


pete fertilizer can be mixed Into 
the soil, using three orrfour poiund 
per 100 square feet of 
soil 
sur- 


face. 


Since crowding of 
the 
stems 


tends to kill the lower leaves, it 
is best to divide chrysanthemums 
and replant as individual 
stems 


each year, Mrs. Blackwood stated. 
The plants should be set 12 
to 


18 inches apart to provide ade- 
quate space for growth. The indi- 
vidual pllants may consist .of sin- 
gle stems, divisions of 
the 
old 


clumps or suitings of 
the 
top 


growth rooted. Very often the cut- 
tings will give better results than 
the more woody 
stern 
division. 


Rooted cuttings can be planted as 
late as the first week of 
June 


and still give excellent plants by 
fall. ' 


Rcguar pinching

bushy and 
compact,

phazied. Pinch the tip buds out 
after each three or four inches of 
new growth. This may be done 
until the first of July. 


Regular application of a

around

Thorough watering during 
the 


summer months keeps the

growing, she explained. Soak 
the 


soil thoroughly about once a week 


A mulch of one or inches 
o 


cotton seed hulls, manure, 
pea 


moss, or rotted leaves 
will 
be 


beneficial. Such a mulch will also 
reduce the need 
of 
watering 


since the loss of moisture will be 
lessened. 


For many growers 
better 
re- 


sults will be obtained by growing 
the chrysanthemums in rows 
in 


the vegetable garden. As 
they 


show color in the buds in the fall 
they can be lifted and transplant- 
ed to the • flower border or other 
location in the yard. It will 
be 


necessary to water these 
clumps 


thoroughly after transplanting. 


' Several pests attack 
chrysan- 


themums. Plant lice can be kill- 
ed by rotenone dust or spray or 
back leaf 40 spray, Mrs. Back- 
wood stated. It is best not to use 
DDT since it may cause an in- 
crease in red spider 
population. 


Using dusting sulfur, particularly 
on the underside 'of the leaves, 
will tend to control this pest. The 
chrysanthemums stunt, which 
is 


indicated by low plants which re- 
fuse to grow, cannot be controlled..

This technique, the filibuster, has

hours, preventing the senate from 
acting on the "bill. This stops the 
whole work of the senate. 


The idea behind it:"That-in the 


end the rest of the senators will 
give up, drop FEPC, and go on 
to .something else. The filibuster 
could take .weeks.

In their 1948 campaign platforms 


the 
Democrats and Republicans 


Carrie out against discrimination to- 
ward job-seekers because of race, 
color, or religion.
